Gentlemen: In reply to your communi- 


cation of the 25th nib. officially notifying 
me ot my unanimous nomination, for a 
second time, by the democratic city com- 
mittee as^heir candidate for mayor, 1 de- 
siie to thank the committee for the great 
honor conferred upon me and assure them 
that if elected, I will endeavor to give the 
citizens an administration that- will be 
based upon sound business principles. The 
importance ot honest municipal govern- 
ment, it seems to me, is not'fully appreci- 
ated by our people. It is commonly sup- 
posed that only the wealthy are affected 
by high taxes or extravagance in expendi- 
tures; but this is an error, it affects all 
classes of citizens alike, for it the rich inau 
pays the taxes he simply acts as the poor 
man's proxy. 
The workingmen who hires 


a small tenement has the price o£ it regu- 
lated by the amount of taxes the owner is 
called upon to pay, and it is upon him and 
the small property owner whose worldly 
possessions aie easily accessible to the as- 
sessors that tho buiden of taxation rests 
incut heavily. 
' 


In accepting the nomination last year I 


stated that the founders of our government 
very wisely placed all the power to make 
general laws in the legislature, reserving 
to towns and cities the right to pass ordin- 
ances regulating tho conduct of their do- 
mestic relations. This state of affairs re- 
duces the governing of a city to a pureJy 
business basia. Each municipality is a 
corporation, and the members of the city 
council elected annually aie the executive 
officers ot the main body, chosen for the 
puipose of conducting the business of the 
concern in accordance with the wishes oi a 
majority of the members of the body cor- 
porate. Every legal voter has a voice in 
the selection of the officers, and either 
diiectly or indirectly bears his share of the 
burdens of taxation by means of which the 
revenxie is raised to meet the expenses of 
running the corporation. 


In levying taxes, care should be taken to 


raise sufficient revenue to meet the current 
expenses of_ the different departments for 
the fiscal year. The system of raising 
money by loans should not be resorted to 
except for the purpose of making perma- 
nent improvements"of a costly nature, the 
benefits o£ which shall be shared by future 


generations. 
"Pay aa you no," is a motto 
that applies with equal force to the man- 
agement of public as well 'as private busi- 
ness. 
This view of how municipal Roverument 


shouldbe conducted evidentlypossessed some 
merit, for in his inaugural address my suc- 
cessful opponent took substantially tho 
same position. But has his Honor, and 
the government of which ho is the official 
head, kept the pledge made while the oath 
of office was fresh upou their lips? Did 
they honestly endeavor to place our mu- 
nicipal alfairs on a business basis? Both 
questions must bo answered iu the nega- 
tive. At the time the appropriations were 
made the democratic minority iu the city 
council endeavored to have a levy raised 
that 
would 
be 
sufficient' 
to 
meet 


the 
current 
expenses 
for 
ths 


fiscal 
year, 
but 
their 
efforts 


to have sound methods adopted in dealing 
with th&-difflpult question of taxation were 
defeated by the professed friends of reform. 
By approving a tax lo?y that was in- 
adequate to meet legitimate demands his 
Honor showed Jhat in introducing the 
maxim '"'pay as you go" in his inaugural 
addrass he simply indulged in the rhetoric 
oJ color, not of truth. 


The result' of this 
vicious 
practice 


brought about the evil results that natural- 
ly follow in the wake of an inefficient ad- 
ministration of 
public affairs. 
Before 


many months had passed we were con- 
fronted with a practically depleted treas- 
ury. Then the usual methods of the poli- 
ticians who fondly fancy they' have delud- 
ed the honest tax payer were resorted to. 
Loan after loan was passed iu order to 
raise the necessary revenue to keep the 
different departments in. operation, and 
even now there are certain demands that 
cannot be met. This pernicious system of 
making loans with which to pay current 
expenses in order to create an artificial tux 
rate, wbereby tax payers are deceived as to 
the true state of our municipal finances, 
has led to the creation of an enormous 
debt that is pressing with disastrous weieht 
upon the thrifty and industrious inhabi- 
tants of our city who have succeeded in 
accumulating a little property. Such a 
policy is not only a sham, it is worse, it is 
almost criminal in its nature, and the hon- 
est men of all parties imperatively demand 
that this jiaggling with our financial policy 
for political effect must cease. 


With this serious condition of affairs con-

This was satisfactory to the ex- 
ecutive committee, though the matter ot 
accenting ifc will bo decided today by a 
popular vote of Ihe striking operatives. 
The new scale odsred and which is te- 
gaided as honorable is rts follows:

par coat had been mude the reduction was 
lowered to 10 per cent.

such woik as the mills are able to give.

Monday, nfter which their work will be 
given to any who apply, and thai those 
who flrsb come in will be given the prefer- 
ence iu permanent work.

Gentlemen: In reply to your communi- 


cation of the 25th ult. officially notifying 
me of my unanimous nomination, for a 
second time, by the democratic city com- 
mittee as\heir candidate fo'r mayor, I de- 
sire to thank the committee for the .great 
houor conferred upon, ma and assure them 
that if elected, I will endeavor to give the 
citizens an administration that- will be 
based upon sound business principles. The 
importance of honest municipal govern- 
ment, it seems to me, is not" fully appreci- 
ated by our people. 
It is commonly sup- 


posed that only the wealthy are affecte.d 
by high taxes or extravagance in expendi- 
tures; but this is an. error, it affects all 
classes of citizens alike, for.if the rich man 
pays the taxes he simply acts as the poor 
man's proxy. 
The workingmen who hires 


a small tenement has the price of it regu- 
lated by the amount of taxes the owner is 
called upon to pay, and it is upon him and 
the small property owner whose worldly 
possessions are easily accessible to the as- 
sessors tbat the burden of taxation, rests 
inofjt heavily. 
' 


In accepting the nomination last year I 


stated that the founders of ourgovernment 
very wisely placed all the power to make 
general laws in the legislature, reserving 
to towns and cities the right to pass ordin- 
ances regulating the conduct of their do- 
mestic relations. 
This state of affairs re- 


duces the governing of a city to a purely 
business basis. Each municipality is a 
corporation, and the members of the city" 
council elected annually are the executive 
officers of the main body, chosen for 
the 


purpose of conducting the business of the 
concern in accordance with the wiahss of a 
majority of the members of the hotly cor- 
porate. 
Every legal voter has a voice io 


the selection of the officers, 
and 
either 


directly or indirectly bears his share of the 
burdens of taxation by means of which the 
revenue is raised to meet the expensss of 
running tbe corporation. 


In levying taxes, care should be taken to 


raise sufficient revenue to meet the current 
expenses of the different departments for 
the fiscal year. Tbe system of raising 
money by loans should not he resorted to 
except for the purpose of making perma- 
uent improvements of a costly nature, the 
benefits of which shall be shared by future

a Record of 7,500 Evictions 


For One Year. 


This Terrible Black Spot is Not in Ireland, But in 


the Great American City of New York—Uncol- 
ored Statements of an Official Who Knows All 
About It. 


An extremist in matters of social 


ethics lias recently said that rent is only 
another narno for murder. This radical 
view of the question is not nocepted by 
thoso who tako the rights of landlords 
into considoiation, but it must he giant- 
ed that rent is the greatest harden which 
the tenants in the congested districts of 
Now York city have to bear. The ter- 
rible, merciless day of reckoning conieg 
'around every month, and Uio landlord 
must be met. Sickness and oven death 
is no excuse) for nonpayment. 


The man who knows moio, probably, 


about ttm agonizing struggle to pay rent 
than any other man m the United States 
is Julius Harburgor, clerk of the Fourth 
district audicial court of Now York 
city. Ito lawman of coiisideiable cul- 
ture and a close observer. Ho has been 
clerk of Juugo Stecldor's court for 13 
years, and during that time ho has seen 
the number of landlord and tenant pro- 
ceedings increase from tho insignificant 
number of 300 a your to 7,500 tor a pei rod 
of equal length. But it is only within 
the past four years that Mr. Ilarburger 
has noticed the increase in these cases 
which calls tor particular comment at 
this time. 


It must be understood, in order to ap- 


preciate tho Situation, that the district 
over which tho clerk has a secondary su- 
pervision is about ono square milo in ex- 
tent, covering that portion of the city 
between Fourteenth street and Chatham 
square, Division street, Clinton ttr3et 
and Avonno B. In this district there is 
a population of moro than 250,000 per- 
sons. It is the most populous mile in 
America. It possesses tho largest Hebi ew 
element in. fho United States. 
, 


During tho past 10 yeaia Mr. Har- 


bm'ger says tho population in the area 
alluded to lias increased more than GO,- 
000 through the influx of Btissian Jews. 
There are tin oe racea prominently rep- 
resented in the district—tho Irish, Ger- 
man and Hebrew, the latter being large- 
ly in tho ascendancy. 


"Up to four years ago," said Mr. Har- 


burger the other day, "the number of 
landlord and tenant proceedings were 
not enough to attract attention, but in 
iSOO they leaped suddenly from 3,000 to 
8,500 
In 1881-2 there was an average of 


4,500 cases each year, and this year they 
will aggregate 7,500, an increase of 8,000 
in o single year. This larj,* number, it 
will readily be seen, indicates a condi- 
tion of alarming destitution and untold 
misery. Hardened as I am to scenes of 
poverty in the court room, I dread what 
tho coming winter has in store." 


"What is the average amount of rent 


puid by the tenant?" I asked, 


"Tb.9 ™£K.tliiy font," answered the 


clerk, "runs from §7 up to ,$15. The 
higher price is paid by very few, and 
even then some of Ihe rooms are sublet 
to enable the tenant to pay his lent 
Seven dollars, as a inle, hires two rooms, 
$13 p:iys for three, and four rooms bring 
$10. So great has been tho number of 
dispossess, warrants issued recently that 
special days have boon set ap.irfc for their 
disposition. It is not infrequently the 
ciase that 200 cases aro disposed ot in a 
single day." 
x 


""What iy tho niodo of leg.il procedmo 


in these ca-jQS?" asked tho wntor. 


"Tho law gives the landlord not more 


than five days nor less than three in 
which to bung his suit alter the sum- 
moi'j luis been served. Then tho tenant 
must appear. ' As the cases aro not usu- 
ally of sufficient importance to take up 
tho timo of a judge thoy aio turned over 
either to n, commissioner or a marshal. 
There are thieo maishals connected with 
this court, who are appointed by tho 
mayoi. They receive no salaries, but aro 
paid by tho 1'eea accruing to the office. 
It costs tho landlord $2 for making out 
tho papeis and serving each dispossess 
notice. Af ior tho iiotico is served the 
tenant comes to court and shows cause 
why ho 01 she should not be turned out 
on tho sidewalk. 


"Sorud pitiful cases come up. Last 


week a littlo girl only 8 years old came 
to court to plnad her father's case, as 
both of hor parents wore sick in bod. It 
13 u. frerjiiont custom to pass tho hat in 
the courtroom, and in hundreds of cases 
tho rent has been xaised in this manner. 
In case tho tenant does not move when 
his tiuio limit has expired, the landlord 
goes to tho courtroom and procures a 
warrant for forcible dispossession, which 
must bo signed by the judge in order to 
render it valid. In case 'the tenant de- 
an es to settle and remain in the apart- 
ments, he is required to pay $1,25 costs." 


"Are many tenants actually placed 


upon, tho sidewalk?" I asked. 


"No," replied Mr. Harburger. "Very 


fow. 
I presume 5 per cent would easily 


cover such cases. You see, it is a mat- 
ter of pride. No disgrace is considered 
so hideous on the oast side as having the 
household goods carried down stairs and 
put upon the sidewalk. Such incidents 
always attract a good deal of attention 
in a quarter where there is ahead for ev- 
ery window pane, I have seen stich a 
crowd collect on such occasions as re- 
quired the services of several policemen 
to keep them within bounds. And be- 
fore the unfortunates submit to this hu- 
miliation they will pawn the last article 
of furniture. I have even seen the family 
stovo go 'up the spout' in the middle of 
winter in order that a roof might be 
kept over their heads."

WORKING GIRLS' CLUBS. 


They Will Hold a Big Convention In Bos- 
tun on tlio .Second Monday lu May, 
1891. 


The date has at laat been set and some 


necessary 
preliminary 
airangements 


made for tho big convention of working 
girls' societies which has been agitating 
the minds of club members all oyer the 
country ever since the last big meeting, 
which was held m New York three years 
ago. This second convention, which is 
to be held in Boston, is expected to mark 
the beginning of a new epoch in the his- 
tory of the working girls' club move- 
ment; the relation of tho clubs to indus- 
trial questions and labor problems will 
bo taken up and discussed in a way that 
has never been done before, and an ef- 
fort will be made to bind the clubs all 
over the country closer together in some 
sort of <i national organization. A meet- 
ing of the committee of arrangements 
was held recently in New York. Dele- 
gates were present from Boston, Brook- 
lyn, Chicago and New York, and some 
interesting questions weie discussed 
Tho principal thing of course was to de- 
cide upon the date lor tho convention, 
the ^lace having been fixed upon several 
months ago. 


It was settled that on the second Mon- 


day evening in Muy, 1804, the convention 
of working girls' clubs would open in 
Tremont temple, and Boston'u two dole- 
gates Ye"t home vowing that the 5,000 
delegates and representatives who are 
expected to invade tho Hub on that oc- 
casion should find such an enthusiastic 
reception and hospitality as would throw 
all the previous efforts of the New York 
association in the shade. 


There are to bo both delegates and 


representatives. 
The former will be 


elected by the various clubs in tue dif- 
ferent state associations and will have a 
vote on all questions to be decided by 
the convention. 
The representatives 


will be those who represent clubs hav- 
ing similar objects and interests us the 
working girls' clubs, but not accepting 
entirely their principles of self suppoit, 
self government and co-operation. These 
representatives will in most instances 
represent clubs associated with some 
other organization, such as the Friendly 
club, which is a branch of the Beth-El 
sisterhood, St. Bartholomew's and the 
Notre Dame club. 


There are at least 25 such clubs in 


New York alone, and while not eligible 
to membership in the New York associa- 
tion because they aie neither self sup- 
porting nor self governed they are rec- 
ognized as working along the same lines 
as the regular clubs. 


At the convention these representatives 


•will be admitted to all sessions on equal 
terms with the delegates, but they will 
not be entitled to a, vote on any question 
concerning the clubs. 
/ Among the interesting subjects which 
/ have already been given out for tho con- 


sideration of the club meimbsrs, and up- 
on ••which papers are to be written, ex- 


• pressing all shades of opinion, are, 
"What stand are the working girls' clubs 
to take on the labor question, and, what 
effect are^taey likely, to have upon its 
solution?" and "What is the effect of 


working for pin money up"on those who 
work for a living?" 


No Occasion For Congratulation. 


The Illinois bureau of labor statistics 


repoits that the girls •working in "elec- 
trical industries," such as insulated wire 
factories and telephone offices receive 
from $4 to $7 per week. 


The Chicago Post in commenting upon 


these wages remarks that the women 
employed in electucal industries are not 
by any means the worst off of the mem- 
bers of their sex who are compelled to 
earn a livelihood for themselves. 


That is true enough, perhaps, but there 


is 110 causo for congrattilation over a 
wage of $4 or of $7 for a woman who 
gives tho hours of daj-light to her task. 
What poor victuals, scanty clothing, 
sacrifice of pleasure and opportunity docs 
this mean! What sordidnessof thought, 
what heart burning and envy does it en- 
tail 1 What temptation does it involve! 
No, the wages may compare well enough, 
but thoro is no occasion for congratula- 
tion—none whatever.—Omaha World- 
Ilerald. 


Bojccttinjj Circulars TTnl:\wful. 


Leopold Sinsheirner sued the United 


Garment Workers of America, in tho su- 
premo court for an injunction to re- 
strain the organization and its officers 
from distributing circulars to his cus- 
tomers containing threats and insinua- 
tions that if they continued to deal with 
him they would lose tho tiade of the or- 
ganization and its members. This cir- 
cular was the result of trouble between 
Sinsheimor and his employees, some of 
Y^hom wore members of the organiza- 
tion. Argument on the motion for an 
injunction was hoard by Justice Ingra- 
hain, who has given a decision holding 
that the injunction should bo granted. 
Ho says that the serious question before 
him was whefch«r a court of equity has 
jurisdiction to restrain the issues of such 
Circulars. Upon this point he comes to 
the conclusion that it has, as the acts 
were unlawful and injurious to tho prop- 
erty of Smsheimer.—New York Sun. 


EVJfflM IN FAin 'FRISCO. 


Methods at Eastern Slave Drivers Ha-ve 


Spanned tho Country. 


In a report of a threatened strike in 


the hat factory of- Kline, M«rcy & Co., 
San Francisco, the'SanFtancisco Chron- 
icle relates the following facts: 


Imagine women, some of thorn, moth- 


ers of families, slaving 10 hours a day 
for sums which range from 28 to 40 
cents, and out of which at least 5 cents, 
the cost of material used, must be taken, 
and you will know why these 20 oper- 
ators on hats contemplate going 011 a 
strike. 


Kline, Mercy <fc Co., while interested 


in a hat factory or two somewhere in the 
east, are new to this coast. They came 
here about a mpnth ago and. brought 
with them some thoroughly original 
business ideas. Among these was the- 
plan to have work done for almost noth- 
ing, whichis now causing all tho trouble. 


When the factory Was openod, a "girls 


wanted" notice was hung 011 tho front 
door. Of course it br&nght out a lot of 
applicants ior woik, lor women as well 
as men are numbered ajnong the unem- 
ployed duung haul times, 


From the many who applied SO were 


chosen and ordered to report for duty 
on tho following morning, bringing with 
them thread, needles and shears. 


When thoy did so, a speech was made 


to them explaining the nature of the 
work each would bo called upon to do, 
picturing the golden opportunity of ac- 
quiring wealth which was about to be 
opened^up, and concluding with^he in- 
formation /that, while eventually excel- 
lent wages would be paid, each person 
employed would haye to work a week or 
more for nothing while, acquiring a 
knowledge of the'business. 
k 
Of course this statement robbed the 


picture of wealtlrof some of its beauty, 
but it did not completely discourage any 
one. 
'

All went to work with a Will. Three 


dcpailmonts weio formed, and while 
number one put on tho braid, number 
two looked out for the lining and num- 
ber thiee for the several bands. 


Tiuo to tho agreement, as each oper- 


ator became proficient she was given a 
chanco to earn somo money, but it is a 
mighty poor chanco. 


Thoso who do the binding receive 33 


cents for every dozen hats turned out. 
The handlers of sweat bands aro paid 
24 cents a dozen, while those who ar- 
range linings aie paid fiom. 0 to 15 cents, 


Operated as tho factory is now and 


with these rates prevailing, no person 
can earn much more than 40 cents a 
day, and from this amount must be de- 
ducted the cost of all the thiead and 
needles used, for each person is com- 
pelled to provide all the material of this 
sort used. 


When the women of the factory first 


discovered how greatly things had been 
misrepresented to them, indignation 
meetings of all sorts wore held, and 
many uncomplimental-y things wera said 
of their employers^ These gentlemen, 
however, seemed but little disturbed. 
They informed their help that no cause 
for complaint existed, and that it wag 
simply on aocotmt of the lack of experi- 
ence that more money was iK)t made, at 
the same time predicting that all would 
bo sailing along smoothly m a very short 
time. 
i' 


The short time has passed, however, 


for it is six weeks since the factory start- 
ed, and things Bhovr no inclination to do 
their smooth sailing act. The women 
are still making 83 and 40 cents a day, 
Therefore the impending strike.1 


A committee from the .dissatisfied 


waited upon Mr. Kline yesterday after- 
noon aond begged that a chance to earn 
at least a livelihood be given, them. 


Their plea amounted to naught. Mr. 


Kline simply laughed at them -and in- 
formed them that ho did not caro what 
might happen. "You can rall get out 
now if yon want to," he' concluded. 
"There are lots of women out of work 
in this town, and I guess I can get a 
crowd to take your places." 


A strong suppoiter of the women in 


their fight is Charles Brown, the late su- 
perintendent. 
Brown was brought to 


this coast from Newark, N. J., to con- 
duct the Kline-Mercy factory, but, as he 
says, was not retained in his position be- 
cause he would not oppress the employ- 
ees."The Kline-Merpy people are endea- 
voring to compel women to work here 
for the prices paid New York tenement 
operators," stated Mr. Brown last even- 
ing, "and it is a crying shame, 
1 'Now I possess a fair knowledge of 


the hat business, and I know the margin 
of profit is so great that good living 
wages could be paid and still there 
would be enough loft to pay the mem- 
bers Of the firm an excellent income."

How to Makeia Cement 2Tor Steam. Pipes. 


Five parts of plaster of parts, 5 parts 


yellow ocherAO parts litharge,"5 parts 
red lead and 4 parts black oxide of man- 
ganese. To these powders, which should 
be thoroughly mixed, on small amount of 
asbestos powder and boiled oil is added. 
The cement hardens in from two to five 
hours. 


HOT? to Mend Tortoibc Shell. 


Two broken pieces of tortoise shell 


can be fixed together by filing the edges 
down with a rasp till each piece has an 
edge like a chisel. These are" then made 
to overlap each other and are-hold tight- 
ly together in a clamp or vise, after sof- 
tening in boiling water. Heat very care- 
fully, so as to avoid warping or other- 
wise damaging the rest of the article. 
Be sure that tho substance is real tor- 
toise shell, as the imitation is often cel- 
luloid or xylonite, and heat applied to 
these will cause distortion, fire and pos- 
sibly an explosion. The imitation tor- 
toise shell can be cemented with acetone.

WOE'S SQUARE MILE, 


a Record of 7,500 Evictions 


For One Year. 


This Terrible Black Spot is Not in Ireland, But in 


the Great American City of New York—Uncol- 
ored Statements of an Official Who Knows All 
About It. 


An extremist in matters of social 


ethics has recently said that rent ia only 
another name for murder. This radical 
view of the question is not accepted by 
thoso who take- tho rights of landlords 
into consideration, but it must l:>e grant- 
ed that rentia the K^catestlrarden which 
the tenants in the congested'districts of 
New York city have to bear. The ter- 
rible, merciless day of reckoning cornea 
aronnd every mc.ith, and tho landlord 
must be met. Sickness and even death 
Is no excuse for nonpayment. 


The taan who knows more, probably, 


about tho agonizing struggle to pay rent | 
than finy other man in the United States j 
is Julius Harburgcr, clerk of tho Fpurlh 
district judicial court of New York 
city. Ho is a man of considerable cul- j 
ture and a close observer. Ho has been i 
clerk of Juugo Steoklcr's court for 12 i 
years, and during that time he has seen i 
the number of landlord and tenant pro- j 
ceedings increase from tho insignificant j 
number of 300 a ycur to 7,500 for a period j 
of equal length. Bnt it is only within < 
the past four years that Mr. Harburger I 
has noticed tho increase in these cases! 
which-calls for particular comment at 
this time. 


It must be understood, in order to ap- 


preciate the situation, that the district 
over which tho clerk has a secondary su- 
pervision ia about one square mile in ex- 
tent, covering that portion of the city 
between Fourteenth street and Chatham 
square, Division street, Clinton strSet 
and Avenue B. In this district there is 
a population of more than 250,000 per- 
eons. It is the most populous mile in 
America. It possesses tho largest Hebrew 
element in the United States. 
, 


During tho past 10 years Mr. Har- 


burger says tho population in the area 
alluded to has increased more than CO,- 
000 through the influx of Russian Jews. 
There nro three races prominently rep- 
resented, in the district—tho Irish, Ger- 
man and Hebrew, the latter being large- 
ly in tho ascendancy. 


"Up to four years ago," said Mr. Har- 


burger the other day, "the number of 
landlord and tenant proceedings were 
not enough to attract attention, but in j 
1&00 they leaped suddenly from 2,000 to 
3,300. In 1891-2 there -was an average of 
4.500 cases each year, and this year they 
will aggregate 7,500, an increase of 3,000 
in a single year. This larf,' number, it 
will readily bo Been, indicates a oondir 
tion of alarming destitution and untold 
misery. Hardened as I am to scenes of 
poverty in the court room, I dread what 
the coming winter has in store." 


"What is the average amount of rent 


paid by the tenant?" I asked. 


"The iion.tlily rout," answered the 


• clerk, -'nuis.rrom §7 up to §15. 
The 


higher price .is paid by very few, and 
even then sofno of the rooms are sublet 
to enable the. tenant to pay his rent. 
Seven dollars, as a rule, hires two rooms, 
$12 pays for three, and four rooms bring 
$15. So great has been tho number'of 
dispossess warrants issued recently that 
special days have been set apart for their 
disposition'. It is not infrequently the 
"case that '200 cases are disposed of in a 
single day." 


""Whi'.t in thc.mnilo of legal procedure 


•in these casast" asked tho writer. 


"Tho law gives tho landlord not more 


th.in five days nor less than threo in 
which to bring his suit after the sum- 
mona has been served. Then the tenant 
must appear, ' As the cases arc not iisu- 
aily of sufficient importance to take tip 
the time of n judge they are turned over 
either to a commissioner or a marshal. 
There are,three marshals connected with 
this court, who are appointed by the 
mayor. They receive no .salaries, but arc 
paid by tho fora accruing to the office. 
It costs the landlord $2 for making out 
the papers and serving each dispossess 
notice. After, the notice is served the 
tenant comes to court and shows cause 
why he or she should not be turned ont 
on the sidewalk. 


"Some pitiful cases come lip. Last 


week a littlo girl only 8 years old came 
to court' to plead her father's case, aa 
both of her parents were sick in bed. It 
is a frequent custom to pass tho hat. in 
tho courtroom, and in.hundreds of coses 
tho rent lias been raised in this manner. 
In case the., tenant does not movo when 
his time limit has. expired, tho landlord 
goes to tho courtroom and procures a 
win-rant for forcible dispossession, which 
must be signed by the judge in order to 
render it valid. In case'the tenant de- 
sires to settle and remain in the npart: 
ments, he is required to payifl.25 costs." 


"Are many tenants actually placed 


upon tho sidewalk?" I asked. 


"So," replied Mr. Harburger. "Very 


few. I presume 5 per cent would easily 
cover such' cases. You see, it is a mat- 
ter of pride. 
INO disgrace is considered 


so hideous on the east sido as having the 
household goods carried down stairs and 
put upon tho' sidewalk. Such incidents 
always attract a good deal of attention 
in a quarter where there is ahead for ev- 
ery window .pane, I have seen such a 
crowd collect on Biich occasions as re- 
quired the services of several policemen 
to keep them within bounds. And be- 
fore the unfortunates submit to this hu- 
miliation they will pawn the last article 
of furniture. I have even seen the family 
stove go 'up the spout' in the middle of 
winter in order that a roof might be 
kept over their heads."

WORKING GIRLS' CLUBS. 


They Will Held n Big Convention In Bos- 
ton on tlio Second Itlonday In Mny, 1891. 
The date has at last been set and some 


necessary 
preliminary 
arrangements 


made for the big convention of working 
girls' societies which has been agitating 
the minds of club members all over the 
country ever since the last big meeting, 
which wn - held in New York three years 
ago. Th-d second convention, which is 
to be held in Boston, is expected to mark 
the beginning of a new epoch in the his- 
tory of the working girls' club move- 
ment; the relation of tho clubs to indus- 
trial questions and labor problems will 
bo taken up and discussed in a way that 
has never been done before, and an ef- 
fort will be made to bind the clubs all 
over the country closer, together in some 
sort of a national organization. A meet- 
ing of the committee of arrangements 
was held recently in New York. Dele- 
gates were present from Boston, Bronk- 
lyn, Chicago and New York, and some 
interesting questions were discussed. 
The principal thing of course was to de- 
cide upon the date for the convention, 
the place having been fixed upon several 
months ago. 


It was settled that on tho second Mon- 


day evening in May, 183-1, the convention 
of working girls' clubs would open in 
Tremont temple, and Boston'u two dele- 
gates \vent home vowing that the 5,000 
delegates and representatives who are 
expected to invado tho Hub on that oc- 
casion should find such an enthusiastic 
reception and hospitality as would throw 
all the previous efforts of the New York 
association in the shade. 


There are to be both delegates and 


representatives. 
The former will be 


elected by tho various clubs in the dif- 
ferent state associations and will have a 
vote on all questions to be decided by 
the convention. The representatives 
will be those who represent clubs hav- 
ing similar objects and interests as the 
working girls' clubs, but not accepting 
entirely their principles of self support, 
self government and co-operatioii. These 
representatives will in most instances 
represent clubs associated with some 
other organisation, such as the Friendly 
club, which is a branch of the Beth-El 
sisterhood, St. Bartholomew's and the 
Notre Dame club. 


There are at least 25 such clubs in 


New York alone, and while not eligible 
to membership in the New York associa- 
tion because they are neither self sup- 
porting nor self governed they are rec- 
ognized as working along the same lines 
as the regular clubs. 


At the convention these representatives 


will be admitted to all sessions on equal 
terms with the delegates, but they will 
riot be entitled to a vote on any question 
concerning the clubs.

Among the interesting subjects which 


have already been given out for tho con- 
sideration of the club members, and up- 
on which papers are to be written, ex- 
pressing all shades of opinion, are, 
"What stand are the working girls' clubs 
to take on the labor question, and what 
effect ara;tney likely, to have upon its 
solution?" and "What is the effect of 


working for pin1 money upon those who 
work for a living?"

visions' 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Chairman 'Wilson 


and hU Democratic associates thought 
that they had formulated a thoroughly 
ipracticablo tariff revision bill, and sub- 
mitted most of it to the full committee. 
i"u the meantime experts from the treasury 
Department nnd statistical bureau who 
had gi^en the measure a partial examina- 
tion discovered that the bill was full of 
errors and needed a large amount of prun- 
inc; and revision in order to carry out the 
administrative features. 


The Republican minority has not yet 


been able to give the bill a thorough con- 
sideration, but is outlining its report, 
which will ba ready in. a few days. While 
tha tariff bill IB being whipped into shape, 
the Democrats of the committee are en- 
gaged night and day on the internal rev- 
enue brancb. They are again talking of 
making this a separate bill. Up to date 
they have not agreed upon the items of 
taxation. The Items which were at first 
selected, it was discovered, would uot 
bring in the amount of revenue required.

CURB FOR CORNS WHICH IS A 


SURE HOME REMEDY. 


Mode in letter Writing and New Styles in 


Stationary—Bales Kelatlnfj to tlio Ad- 
dress and Signature. 


The laminated corn or callous, produced 


by pressure^ congostion and increased for- 
mation of epidermis, may be softened by 
moisture, as by soaking in warm water, by 
the application of a starch or soap poultice, 
and being softened the thick cuticle may bo 
thinned by scraping Vibh a blunt knife, or 
the albuminous epidtif mis may^jo dissolved 
by an alkaline solution with moderate fric- 
tion. -When, the thickening has been re- 
duced sufficiently, it may be kept; dowfl> by 
daily •washing with .soap. 


The soft corn lequires removal with, the( 
knife. If ib be of moderate size, n single 
pinch with a pain ot pointed scissors will 
eHecb its removaj, while the hard callous 
will require patient digging with the point 
of not too sharp a knife. The eye of. the 
corn may be always made visible by rub 
bing the pa.rt with eau de cologne or spirits 
of wine, and any remains of the core may 
be detected in this way either during or 
after the operation. The corn should be 
coveredwifcb. a piece of soft plaster fora 
day or two, and a perforated plaster of bull 
leather subsequently worn to keep off pres- 
sure from the center of the growth. 


The removal of a conk may be very con- 


siderably aided by the use of the compound 
tincture of iodine painted on the swelling. 


Soap and water, so useful to the skin in 


many ways, are especially serviceable to 
feet afflicted with corns, and particularly 
when they are soft corns. Daily washing 
with soap and the subsequent interposi- 
tion of a piece of cotton wool between the 
toes may be considered as a cure for a soft 
corn. In these cases the skin may be hard- 
ened by sponging with spirits of camphor 
after the washing. The cotton wool should 
be removed at night, and this is a good time 
for tho camphorated spirits, says an ex- 
change ill giving the foregoing advice.

'New Styloa In Stationery—Kales Relating 


to the Address and Signature. 


!Por the mere manner of the letter, every 


season brings us new fashions in note and 
letter paper. A high class stationer men- 
tions the royal Worcester, gray wove, and 
an antique parchment as among some of 
the best in vogue at the moment. The en- 
velopes may be square or oblong as prefer- 
ence dictates, with, however, a fashionable 
leaning toward the former. Ruled paper 
betrays an ignorance of social customs. 


ITor headings of stationery tastes differ, 


and a considerable choice, any of which is 
permissible, is off ered nt the shops of known 
authorities iu such matters. 
A crest, a 


coat of arms, a monogram, or merely the 
initials or address are all used, taste only 
stipulating there shall be nothing garish or 
outre. A few pale tints and some slightly 
roughened surfaces are not objectionable, 
but as a rule smooth, white or cream paper 
is tbe safest choice, says a writer in the New 
York Times, the authority for tho follow- 
ing: 


The etiquette of letter writing is almost 


without end. First, the letter sent on busi- 
ness should have a stamp Eind envelope in- 
closed if an answer is expected at au early 
date. Then every letter, cither of business 
or otherwise, should bo answered promptly.

There is a certain intui- 


tive courtesy in the knowing when to drop 
the formal "Dear Sir" and "Dear Madam," 
n sort of recognition of one's claim to ac- 
quaintance that is possessed by some per- 
sons and indefinably enjoyed by those to 
whom it is extended It is like the bit of 
breeding which forestalls an introduction, 
where the two persons about to be intro- 
duced are perfectly weirknowntoeach oth- 
er, either by sight or because under exist- 
ing circumstances neither could be anybody 
else. 


In the matter of siccrtatures there is again 


an opportunity for the nice discrimination 
of degrees of intimacy and 
formality. 


"Very truly yours" is a shade more cor- 
dial perhaps than the "Yours truly" of 
pure business, and so through "Sincerely," 
"Cordially" and "Faithfully," with and 
without the adverbs "most" and "very." 
Women of tact and courtesy know how to 
put a pleasant warmth in their letters by 
just the closing of them—perhaps that is 
why they are apt to be such acceptable cor- 
respondents—and they rarely err either in 
knowing when to put it,

minister that the provisional government 
commanded the sitnu'ion, and would re- 
quire no aid from the United SLateH until 
it wan called. 
The president assured the 


minister thiit any breach oE peace which 
inL'ht. occur would be speedily dealt with 
by the Hawaiian government'. 


The provisional government received as- 


surances cm the points mentioned which 
were perfectly satisfactory. It is under- 
stood that Minister Willis sttid that he 
would stand bnck of the present* goveru- 
uxvnt until the present, difficulty was aet- 
tJed. .Minister Willis stated he made the 
pnblic "ticteineut that "nothing immedi- 
ate would be done" to ease matters closvn, 
and he believed a crisis was approaching.

Throne Stand* it Poor Show. 


The provisional government exrjress the 


opinion that the use of force on the parl 
of the United States would be equivalent 
to n declaration of war. Resident Ameri- 
cans have at least 1300 rifles and ammuni- 
tion in private hands, which it would lie 
impossible to seize in case of restoration. 
Those best p.isted say the throne would 
not, stand, an hour after the withdrawal of 
Amprican troops. 


The theory of restoration, however, will 


not b2 believed here until thelast moment! 
Should it then prove true, serious trouble 
will likely folloiv. This much is admitted 
by the clearest bends on both sides: 


From a source almost in touch with, the 


American legation it is learned that the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Chairman Wilson, 


and hJ3 Democratic associates thouRht 
that they had formulated a thoroughly 
•practicable tariff revision bill, and sub- 
mitted most of it to the full committee. 
iJi the meantime experts from the treasury 
department nnd statistical bureau who 
had given the measure a partial examina- 
tion discovered that the bill was full of 
errors and needed.a large amount of prun- 
ing und revision in order to carry out the 
administrative features. 


The Republican minority has not yet 


been able to give the bill a, thorough con- 
sideration, but is outlining its report, 
which will be ready in a feiv days. While 
the tariff bill ia being whipped into shape, 
the Democrats of the committee are en- 
gaged night and day on the internal rev- 
enue brunch. They are again talking of 
making this a separate bill. Up to date 
they have not agreed upon, the items of 
taxation. The items which were at first 
selected, it was discovered, would not 
bring in the amount of revenue required. 
They are therefore struggling over other 
sources in order to realize tho amount re- 
quired. 


Rtpre.-entative McMillin, chairman of 


the sub-comraittee, said that the commit- 
tee had not entirely abandoned the tax on 
individual incomes.

it, but was only defeated by one majority, 
two of the Democratic members beiug 
absent.

The laminated. corn or callous, produced 


by pressure^ congotstion and increased for- 
mation, of epidermis, may be. softened by 
moisture, as by soaking in warm water, by 
the application of a starch or soap poultice, 
and being softened the thick cuticle may be 
thinned by.scraping \rith a blunt knife, or 
the albuminous epidermis maylie dissolved 
by an alkaline solution with moderate fric- 
tion. ' "When, the thickening has been re- 
duced sufficiently, it tnay,t)6 kept dowit by 
daily washing with soap. 


The soft corn requires removal .with the, 


knife. If ib be of moderate size, a single 
pinch -with a pairi of pointed scissors will 
effect its removal, while the hard callous 
will require patient digging with tho point 
of not too sharp a knife. The eye of the 
com. may be always made visible by. rub 
bing the part with eau de cologne or spirits. 
of wine, and any remains of the core may 
be detected in this way either during or 
after the operation. Tho corn should be 
covered with a. piece of soft plaster fora 
day or two, and a perforated plaster of buff 
leather subsequently worn to keep off. pres- 
sure from the center of the growth. 


The removal of a. corii may be very con- 


siderably aided by the use of the compound 
tincture of. iodine painted on the .swelling. 


Soap and water, so useful to tho skin, in 


many ways, are especially serviceable to 
feet afflicted with corns, and particularly 
when they are soft corns. Daily washing 
with soap -and tha subsequent interposi- 
tion of a piece of cotton wool between the 
toes may be considered as a cure for a soft 
corn. In these cases the skin may be hard- 
ened by sponging -with spirits of camphor 
after the washing. The cotton wool should 
be removed at night, and this is a good time 
for the camphorated spirits, says an ex- 
change in giving the foregoing advice.

For the mere manner of the letter, every 


season brings us' new fashions in note and 
letter paper. ' A high class stationer men- 
tions the royal Worcester, gray wove, and 
an antique parchment as among some of 
tbe best in vogue at the moment. The en- 
velopes may be square or obloiig as prefer- 
ence dictates, with, however, a. fashionable 
leaning toward the former. Kuled paper 
betrays an ignorance of social customs. 
For headings of stationery tastes differ, 


and a considerable choice, any of which is 
permissible, is offered u,t the shops of knowa 
authorities in such matters. 
A crest, a 


coat of arms, a monogram, or.merely the 
ini tials or address are all used, taste only 
stipulating there shall be nothing garish or 
outre. Afew pale tints and some slightly 
roughened surfaces are not objectionable, 
but as a rule smooth, white or cream paper 
is the safest choice, says a writer in the New 
York Times, the authority for tho follow- 
ing: 


The etiquette of letter writing is almost 


without end. First, the letter sent on busi- 
ness should have n-stamp and envelope in- 
closed- if an unswev is expected at an early 
date. Then every letter, either of. business 
or otherwise", should be answered promptly.

a. beinous.ofrenser. There is a, certain intui- 
tive'courtesy in the knowing when to drop 
the formal'"Dear Sir" and "DearMadam, 
B sort of recognition of one's claim to ac- 
quaintance that is possessed by some per- 
sons and indefinably enjoyed by those Co 
whom it is extended. It is like tbe bit of 
breeding which forestalls on introduction, 
where the two persons about to be intro- 
duced are perfectly well-known to each oth- 
er, either by sight or because under exist- 
ing circumstances neither could be anybody 
else. 


In the matter of signatures.there ia again 


an opportunity for the nice discrimination 
of degrees of .intimacy and 
formality. 


""Very truly yours" is a shade more cor- 
dial perhaps than the "Yours truly" of 
pure business, and so through "Sincerely," 
"Cordially" and "Faithfully," with and 
without the adverbs "most" and "very." 
"Wlomen of tact and courtesy know how to 
put a pleasant warmth in their letters by 
just the. closing of :'them—perhaps that is 
why they are apt to be such acceptable cor- 
reipondents—and they rarely err either in 
knowing when to put it. •

Sounds in Yellowstone Parlt— Where 


Pumice Comos From and a Cement 
Which. Will StlcJc Anything 
Many careful observers claim, that wasps 
ftever touch sound' fruit, and that, in fact, 
their jaws are so'constructedithat it would 
be impofaSible for them to break the akin of 
a grape or other 'less delipate -fruit by any,: 
force that they could exert. 


f In a, recent article on this subject, a writer 
in a French journal inclines' to take this' 
view from a consideration* of Hhe form of 
the jaws of a wasp, and hettlVastrates his 
poiafc by mcansiof .a greatlyenlarged draw- 
ing. In Fig, 1 the head of/'the insect is

shown with tbs mandibles closed. In 3 and 
3 they are shown separately, and their 
coarse, fleshy nature is 'evident, while ia 3 
the wasp is »&hown in an .imaginary attack 
qii the grape, and^he.i awkward and inef- 
fective position wh'ich the mandibles must 
take to break the. &kin.,is represented. From 
these considerations tho'writer is inclined 
to balieve that thesoansects 'are, generally 
harmless as far atethe" fruit, crop ia con- 
cerned, but Popular Science ,jifews, which 
reproduces this presentation o£ the subject, 
says it has, found that most farmers and 
fruit raisers have aiprejudice against wasps 
and bees, which may be a justifiable one. 


Aerial Souncla at Yellowstone Park. 


An interesting phenomenon has been ob- 


served in the lakorogkmof the Yellowstone 
•park, of which ProfessorfS. A. Forbes, in a 
description o£ Shoshono lake, makes the 
following mention: 


Here we first heard, while^out on the lake 


in the "bright still morning, the mysterious 
aeual sound for which thistregion'is noted. 
It put mo in mind of the vibrating clang ot 
a harp lightly and rapidly touched high up 
above tho-tieo tops, or the sound of many 
telegraph wires swinging' regularly and 
rapidly in the wind, or, more rarely, of 
faintly heard voices answering each other1 
overhead. It begins soCtly in the remote 
distance, draws rapidly near with louder 
and louder throbs of sound and dies away 
111 the opposite distance, or it may seem to 
wander irregularly about, the whole pas- 
sage lasting from a few seconds to half a 
minuto or more. 


We heard it repeatedly and very distinct-', 
ly hera and tit Yellowstone lake, most fre- 
quently at the latter place. It is usually 
noticed on still, bright morning not long 
after sunrise, and it is louder at this time 
of day, but I heard it'iclearly, though faint- 
ly, 'once (it noon, when d stiff breeze was 
blowing. 


No scientific explanation of this really be- 


witching phenomenon has ever been pub- 
lished, although it has been several times 
referred to by travelers, who have ventured 
various cr,u3e guesses at its cause, varying 
from that coumionestf catch all of the ig- 
norant, "electricity," to the whistling of 
the wings of ducks and the noise of the 
"steamboat geyser:" J^'seems to me to be- 
long to the class of aejrial echoes, but even 
on that supposition I" cannot account for 
the origin of the sound. 


Waoro Pumice Stone Comes.From. 


We often hear it remarked, and particu- 


larly after the eruption ,-of a vojcano, that 
pumice stone ought to be> plentiful and 
cheap, as qu/infciUes must have been eject- 
ed during tho volcanic disturbances.

volcanoes. It comes from deposits of the 
article discovered in one or tvvo^quarfers of 
the globe, the best of which is at present to 
be found in the island of Lipari, situate in 
the Tyrrhenian sea. The island is moun- 
tainous iu. character and» consists > of tuff a 
and lavas and Highly; Silicious volcanic prod- 
ucts.

The tuber 
must be half in and half out of tho water 
in such a way that the rootlets may havo a 
depth of four or five inches. The vase, set on 
a mantel, or in a window whero it can have 
light without sunshine, will display hand 
some vines tvro yards or more- long studded 
with rich green 1'oliage,. Whether1 thovines 
are allowed to di'oop or are trained on cords 
along the window frame, it is a charming 
object. Except to supply water occasion- 
ally, it needs no oaro to keep up its growth 
through, tha winter, says Harper's Bazar, 
from •tfhioh tho hints here given aro gleaned. 


Our common potato, Solanum tuber- 


osum, treated in tho same way sends forth 
long waxen white vines, with handsome 
leaves that are the wonder and delight not 
only of children, but of adults. Tho carrot 
of our soups, Daucus carota, curtailed two 
or more inches ot its length and given a 
place among mosses in water, often puts 
ferns to blush by tho beauty of its graceful 
green plumes. When wo^now that in the 
days of Qtreen Elizabeth ladies decorated 
their hair wiiih carrot leaves, we are not 
slow to acknowledge their charms. As a 
foliage plant that can give thrifty growth 
when, managed like the carrot in water 
among mosses, I the' common bloodbeet, 
Beta vulgaris, its golden or rose tinted 
leaves Veined with deep crimson, rapidly 
pushing up toward tho light after it gets 
accustomed to its new conditions, is a sat- 
isfactory substitu te for eoleus and aohyran- 
thits.

Many careful observers claim,that wasps 


lever touch sound' fruit, and. tJiELt, in fact, 
their jaws are so'constractedithat it would, 
be impossible forthetn.to break the akin of 
n grape or other.'less delloate'fruit by any. 
force that they could exert. 


In a recent article on. this subject, a writer 


in a French journal inclineBftto take thia' 
view from..a consideration:of £the form, of 
the jaws o£ a wasp, and heiillustrates his 
point by.meansiof.a.greatly/enlarged draw- 
ing. In Fig. 1 the : head of''the insect is

shown -with the.mandibles closed. In 2 and 
3 they are shown separately, and their 
coarse, fleshy nature is'evident, while in 3 
the wasp ia.shown in an,imaginary a'tack 
on the grape, and the,.awkward and inef- 
fective position wh'ich the mandibles must 
take to break th£ skints represented. From 
these considerations the'writer is inclined 
to believe that theso.insects'aro. generally 
harmless as far as;tne~."fruit, crop is con- 
cerned, but Popular Science ifNews, which 
reproduces this presentation of' the subject, 
saysib has found that most farmers and 
fruit raisers hiwe a-prejudice agamst.-vvaaps 
and bees, which may be a justifiable one. 


Aerial Sounds at Yellowstone Paric. 


An interesting phenomenon has been ob- 


served in the lakeregion of the Yellowstone 
park, of which Profe'ssor'S. A. Forbes, in a 
description of Skoshone lake, makes the 
following mention: 


Here we first heard, while_out on the lake 


In the bright still morning, the mysterious 
aerial sound for which thistegionfis noted. 
It put me in mind of the'-vibrating clang of 
a harp lightly and rapidly toiiched-.high up 
above the-trea tops, or the .sound-of many 
telegraph wires swinging '• regularly and 
rapidly in the wind, or, more rarely, of 
faintly heard voices answering each other 
overhead. It begins.softly in the remote 
distance, draws rapidly near with louder 
aud. loudeV throbs of sound and dies away 
iu the opposite distance, or it may seem to 
wander irregularly about, the whole pas- 
sage lasting from a few seconds to half a 
minute or more. 


We heard it repeatedly arid very distinct' 


ly here and i\t Yellowstone lake, most fre- 
quently at the latter, place. It is.usually 
noticed on still, bright morning, not long 
after sunrise, and'it is louder nt this "time 
of dny, but I heard it' clearly, though faint- 
ly, once at noon when a stiff breeze was 
blowing. 


No scientific explanation of this really be- 


witching phenomenon has ever been pub- 
lished, although it has been" several times 
referred to by travelers; who have ventured 
various cruae guesses at its cause, varying 
from that tommonesBcatch all of the ig- 
norant, "electricity," to the whistling of 
the wings of ducks and the noise of the 
"steamboat geyser:" Jt seems to.me to be- 
long to the class" of aerial echoes, but even 
on that supposition I' cannot account for 
the orifiin of tbe sound. '

Gliarles Gounod. 


The great majority of Gounod's biogra- 


phers have borrowed their materials whole- 
sale from the pages of Mile, de Bovet,who 
presented her readers with a somewhat 
idealized pictuie of her hero. Gounod's 
simplicity of character and homeliness of 
life, for example, are to some extent imag- 
inary, for the author of "Faust" was, in 
his way, almost as great a poseur as Lord 
Chatham himself. 
He delighted to re- 


ceive visitors in the dim religious light of 
his magnificent music room, while, clad in 
a costume of black velvet, and looking 
wondei'fully like the Doctor of his own 
creation, he ran his fingers dreamily over 
the keyboard of«the organ there, above 
which was fixed a huge cinque cento cruci-

he was engaged had died away that he be- 
gaii to talk in measured and mysterious 
accents.

SOME LITERARY GEMS. 


STORY OF THE DATS OF GOOD KING 


ARTHUR AND HIS TABLE. 


Facts About Mosaics Ancient and Modern 
—Some Buttartliea Tliat Cost a Small For- 


tune—Odds and Ends From Everywhere. 


The origin of She art of producing artis- 


tic designs by sel/tipg small square pieces 
of stone or glass of djffifl}!(;.p.t>colors so as to 
give the effect of nainbitfg'fe obscure, hub 
it was much practiced by the Romans, es- 
pecjal^y for ornamental pavements, speci- 
mens of whioh are almost aiWays found 
wherever the remains of an old Roman vil- 
la are discovered. Under the Byzantine 
empire it was also much used for tho orna- 
mentation of churches, in which it formed 
a large portion, of the wall decoration. 


Christian mosaics admit, says one writ- 


er, of two general divisions, fc-he Inter Ro- 
man and the Byzantine styles, the material 
in use being in general cubes of colored 
glass, inlaid, in the Roman, school, on a 
ground of blue and white, although in the 
latter tho tesseire are frequently irregular 
in bize and the workmanship coarse. The 
former style flourished in Italy chiefly iu 
tho fifth and six canturj.es, the most splen- 
did specimens being found ia the churches 
of Rome and Ravenna. 


The Florentine mosaic dates from the 


time of the Medici and is made entirely of 
precious or semiprecious stones, such as 
amethyst, agate, jasper, onyx and others, 
cut and inlaid in forms or thin veneers best 
suited to produce the effects desired. The 
objects represented are most frequently 
birds, floweis, fruits, vases, sometimes 
buildings and more rarely portraits and 
landscapes. In reference to the present 
Roman mosaics, it may be said that the 
smalti, or small cubes of colored glass, 
which compose th pictures are stuck into 
the cementing pt ue or mastic in the same 
manner as were the colored glass, stone 
and marble sectilia and tesserGB of the an- 
cients. Within quite recent years mosaics 
of surpassing beauty, both iu design and 
material, have been produced by Russian 
artists in the imperial glass manufactory," 
of Russia.

connection only with flowers, and flowers 
suggest sunshine and warmth. But thero 
is no place on this earth except upon its 
great seas and oceans where butterflies can- 
not be found.

Prices of butterflies vary in the catalogues

Herald, from which ties* facts about but- 
terflies aixs gleaned, "fine types," beauti- 
ful and rare "varieties" and wonderful 
"uniques" are practically priceless. For ex- 
ample, one of the gems of the collection of 
Mr. Neumoegen of New York is his wonder- 
ful Papiho neumoegeni. This insect,the only 
one of its kind ever captured, was taken on 
the island of Sumbawa, southeast of Java. 
Received in a shipment from b.is collector 
at that place, Mr. Neumoegen at once "con- 
cluded that it was new to science. He sent 
it to Europe, risking its loss, and experts 
there decided that he was right.5? It is of a 
wonderful metallic green. Special expedi- 
tions have been send to the locality several 
times since in the hope of finding another, 
but this one still remainsunique. If it were 
sold at auction in London, it would bring 
81,000 at least.

End in Cor-nwau, England, may make out 
the dim outline of the Scilly islands, like a 
cluster of oliffs or fragments of ruined 
nasties, distant 80 miles to the southwest. 
Gossips still delight to tell the unsophis- 
ticated and those whose love of the marvel- 
ous is great that below the intervening 
watery expanse Meg the fair land of Lyon- 
esse, where once, in the ages long ago, 


All day long the noise of battle roll'd 
Among the mountains by tlie winter sea 
Till all King Arthur's Ta-blo, man by man. 
Lay low around their lord, Kins Arthur. 
Lyonesse, it is paid, connected the Land's 


End with the Scilly islands, but when such 
was the case none can tell. Tie statement 
can neither be proved nor disproved. Ly- 
onesse was a tract of lich, beautiful coun- 
try, a land flowing with milk apd honey. 
As many as 140 churches graced its land- 
scapes. The sun once set upon this pleas- 
ant land and rose upon a scene of desola- 
tion. Where once had stood a beauteous 
paradise, there was now to be heard only 
the swelling surges of the sea. The land 
had been changed from. Land's End to St. 
Martin's Head; a shoj!t blue water parted 
the Scilly islands from ttie mainland. Only 
a few barren rocks, at long intervals, testi- 
fied to the former presence of land. Such 
is this tale of the hollowi&bunding and mys- 
terious main. Geology stoutly aenies the 
existence of Lyonesse. 


Forests of Apple Trees.

Charles Gounod. 


The great majority of Gounod's biogra- 


phers have borrowed their materials whole- 
sale rrom the pages of Mile, de Bovet,who 
presented her readers with. a somewhat 
idealized picture oC her hero. Gounod's 
simplicity of character and homeliness of 
life, for example, are to some extent imag- 
inary, for the author of "Faust" was, in 
his way, almost as great a poseur as Lord 
Chatham himself. 
He delighted to re- 


ceive visitors in the dim religious light of 
his magnificent music room, while, clad in 
a costume of black velvet, and looking 
wonderfully like the Doctor of his own 
creation, he ran his'ringers dreamily over 
the keyboard of ''the organ there, abovo 
which, was fixed a huge cinque cento cruci- 
fix. A wavo of the white . hand bade you 
be silent, and it was -not till the last 
strains of the messe solemnelle on which 
he was engaged had died away that he be- 
gan to talk in measured and mysterious 
accents. For the last 10 years of his life 
he had a grievance against England and 
her laws, and never tired of complaining 
of ce jugemant infame. He chafed consid- 
erably at the impossibility of hig crossing 
the channel without running the risk of 
an attachment, but chuckled at the sum- 
mary manner in which the Paris tribunals 
had dismissed an application for an exe- 
cution on his art treasures in the Quartiar 
Monceau and St. Cloud.—London World.

SOME LITERARY GEMS. 


STOST OP THE DATS OF GOOD KING 


ARTHUR AiRD HIS TABLE. 


Pacts About Mosaics Ancient and Modern 
—Some ButtarllieB Tliat Cost a Small For- 


tune—Odds and Ends From Everywhere. 


The origin of the art of producing artis- 


tic designs by setting ^mall square pieces 
of stone or glass at diCarent^olors so as to 
give the eSect of B&intiilg'vs obscure, but 
it was much practiced by the- Romans, es- 
pecyal^y for ornamental pavements, speci- 
mens .of which are almost aiw&ys found 
wherever the remains of an old Roman vil-. 
1ft are discovered. Under the Byzantine 
empire it was also much used for the orna- 
mentation of churchee, in which it formed 
a large portion of the wall decoration. 


Christian mosaics admit, says one writ- 


er, of two general divisions, the Inter Ro- 
man and the Byzantine'styles, the material 
iu use being in ganeral cubes of colored 
glass, inlaid, .in the Roman school, on a 
ground of blue and white, although in the 
latter the tesserse are frequently irregular 
in size and the workmanship coarse. The 
former style flourished in Italy chiefly in 
the fifth and six cantnriea, the most splen- 
did specimens being found in the churches 
of Rome and Ravenna. 


The Florentine mosaic dates from the 


time of the Medici and 13 made entirely ot 
precious or semiprecious stones, such as 
amethyst, agate, jasper, onyx and others, 
cut and inlaid in forms or thin veneers best 
suited to produce the effects desired. The 
objects represented nro most frequently 
birds, flowers, fruits, vases, sometimas 
buildings and more rarely portraits and 
landscapes. In reference to the present 
Roman mosaics, it may be said that the 
smalti, or small cubes of colored glass, 
which compose tb picturas are stuck into 
the cementing pi ;e or mastic in the same 
manner as were the colored glass, stone 
and marble sectilia and tesserEe of the an- 
cients. Within quite recent years mosaics 
of surpassing beauty, both in design and 
material, have been produced by Russian 
artists in the imperial glass manufactory; 
of Russia. 


Surprising Facts About Butterflies. 


One naturally thinks of butterflies in 


connection only with flowers, and fiowars 
suggest sunshine and warmth. But thera 
is no place on this .earth except upon its 
great'seas and oceans where butterflies can- 
not ba found. Of course the plains ot trop- 
ical countries abound with them, but some 
o£ the most beautiful forms are found in 
the mountain passes of Darjeeliug and Sik- 
kim in the Himalayas, and on the frigid 
altitudes of Thibet, Cashmere, Toorkistan

Prices of butterflies vary in the catalogues 


of professional dealers from 15 cents to $500. 
According to a- writer in the New York 
Herald, from which these facts about but- 
terflies axe gleaned, "fine types," beauti- 
ful and rare "varieties" and wonderful 
"uniques" are practically priceless. For ex- 
ample, one of the gems of the. collection of 
Mr. Neumoegen of New York is his wonder- 
ful Papilioneumoegeni. This insect, the only 
one of its kind ever captured, was taken on 
the island of Sumbawa, southeast of Java. 
Received in a shipment from his collector 
at that place, Mr. Neumoegen at once "con- 
cluded that it was new to science. He sent 
it to Europe, risking its loss, and experts 
there decided that he was rightJS It is of a 
wonderful metallic green. Special expedi- 
tions have been sent. to the locality, several 
times since in the hope of finding another, 
but this one still remains unique. If it were 
sold at auction in London, it would bring 
$1,000 at least. 


\ Ijyonesse, the Land of Kling Arthur. 
On a fine, clear day the visitor to Land's 


End in Cornwall, England, may make out 
the dim outline of the Scilly islands, like a 
cluster of o-liffs or fragments of ruined 
castles, distant 30 miles to the southwest. 
Gossips still delight to tell the unsophis- 
ticated and those whose love of the marvel- 
ous is great that below the intervening 
watery expanse lies the fair land of lyon- 
esse, where once, in the ages long ago, 


All day lone the noise of "battle roll'd 
Among the mountains ty the winter Eea 
Till all King Arthur's Table, man by man, - 
Lay low around their lord, King Arthur. 
Lyonesse, it is paid, connected the Land's 


End with the Scilly islands, but when such 
was the case none can tell. The statement 
can neither be proved nor disproved. Ly- 
onesse was a traefc of rich, beautiful coun- 
try, a land flowing with milk and honey. 
As many as 140 churches graced its land- 
scapes. The sun once set upon this pleas- 
ant land and rose upon a scene of desola- 
tion. "Where once had stood, a beauteous 
paradise, there was now to be heard only 
the swelling surges of the sea. The land 
had been changed f-rom Land's End to St. 
Martin's Head; a shoit blue water parted 
the Scilly islands from the mainland. Only 
a few barren rocks, at long intervals, testi- 
fied to the former presence of land. Such 
is this tale of the liollowitfeurLdingand mys- 
terious main. Geology stoutly denies the 
existence of Lyonesse. 


Forests of Apple Tree*. 


In the Sandwich Islands, according to 


Meehan's Monthly, the apple has became 
wild, and forests of trees of many acres are 
found in various parts of the country. They 
extend from the level of the sea far up into 
the mountain sides. It is said that miles 
of these apple forests cftn occasionally be 
Been. One traveler gives the extent of one 
of them as between.5 and 10 miles inwidth 
and ubout 20 miles long.

Chairman 'Wllsofi's Summary of tho Bill. 
Mr. Wilsoflj cnttirmaii ,pf the committee, 


gives the ma/fn features ofc^hoibill as follows: 
"First—'She adoption, wherever it seemed 
practicable, of'ad-valoiom instead oE specific 
duties. 


"Second—Tho froeing»from taxes of those 


great materials of "industry that lie at tho basis 
of production. Specific rates o£ duty are ob- 
jectionable for> those reasons: They frequently 
conceal a rota of taxation too enormous to bo 
submittedrtb iftexpre&sodvin ad valorem terms, 
as the duty of 8 cents on 100 pounds on salt in 
bulk, which amounts to over 80 per cent on a 
common necessity of life. They always bear 
heavily on the common',}article used by tho 
masses and lightly bjr tho expensive article 
consumed by''"thDi'ich,'aa'a tax of gtiOon all 
houses would, bellittleior'nothlng on tho gre"at 
mansion and very high on tile humble home. 


"And, contrary to common belief, specific 


duties load to greater frauds in aSnihustration, 
for counting and weieniSiffat tho customhouse 
are done by thp.obeapgbt and i most easily cor- 
rupted labor, while ad valorem rates are as- 
sessed by the best paid and rftost responsible 
appraisers. The ad'valorom system has worked 
well in practice, is essentially tho fair system, 
because it is a tax upon tho actual value of an 
article and was declared by Mr. Clay himself 
to be in tneovy and according to every bound 
principle of justigB entitled to tho preference 
and vindicated by long trial." 


Congressman Hryan's Suimmiry. 


The following summary of tho bill has boon 
prepaied by Bepreseutativo Bryan of Xe- 
biaska: 
' 


"Tho bill just completed puts wool, coal, 
lumber, salt and iron ore on the free list, and 
reduces tho tariff on sugar from J^> to ^4 of a 
cent per pound; it also provides for tho exter- 
mination of iho bounty by degrees, 'As a rule 
tho tariff has been made lowebt upon tho 
uhenper-'Boods of necessary use and left high- 
est, upon tlio moro expensive avdolea. 'i'hol 
wool schedule will, perhaps, attract most at- 
tention. Wo have loft,no duty higher than 45 
per cent on manufactures of wool, and that 
only on leady made ffarjnenis, tho average 
being loss than 40 per cent. Tho cheaper qual- 
ities of blankets and flannels are only taxed 
25 per cent, and tho lower grades of carpets 
only 20.

Free lumber M ill bo a 
great benefit 16 tho people of tho prnine.state's, 
and free salt will give to those who need salt 
for their cattle or for curing meat tho same 
advantage which has been seemed heretofore 
by means of rebate to those who liavo cured 
flsh. Agnoultutal implements have been 
placed upoixtho free list in order>to enable the 
farmer to better compete m foreign markets 
and because many of our agripulturnl imple- 
ments aro being gold abroad today 
than at home."

A SAD AFFAIR. 


LOVING- WIFE OP A WELL KNOWN 


FIREMAN.COMMITS SUICIDE. 


Mental Aberration the Only Cause As- 


signed—Deed Was Done While Mrs, Bib- 
ber 1v as Alone in Her House. 
A sad tragedy was enacted last night a 


tho home of Engineer Hibbert, of Torrent 
engine company, on Westford street. 


Mr. Hibbert walked home to supper 


reaching there at O.QS, just in time to 
see his wife die. It was a terrible sight 
which met his gaze and/one which might 
fill any husband's heart with deepest feel- 
iugs of sorrow. Stretched before him, on 
the floor of her chamber lay his loving 
wife, still breathing faintly, while beside 
her on the floor lay a seven-shooter Smith 
& Weston revolver; in the right temple 
was the wound caused by the weapon. 


Mr. Ilibbert was stricken with grief and 


could assign no cause for his wife's rash 
act. To a reporter lie told substantially 
the following story: 
lie left the engine house at the time he 


usually does to go to supper and walked 
leisurely homeward. W_hen he arrived at 
his house he walked to,the side door and 
found the door locked and the key on the 
inside. 
He then made his way to the 


front entrance, and with a key -which he 
carried in. his pocket, he opened the door. 
He noticed there was no Ught in the house, 
and so after lighting a pas jet in the hall- 
way, he called his wife, but received no 
answer. He then went upstairs and upon 
opening the bedroom door, he beheld the 
form of his wife lying on the floor. He 
thought probably 
she had a fainting 


spell 
and 
so 
Raised 
her 
head, 


but as he did so his hands became covered 
with blood. He made an examination saw 
the bullet wound and 
< tho revolver, and 


then discovered the truth—t^iat his wife 
had committed suicide by shooting.

BradvThomas and Meld arrived, but saw 
at a glance that medical aid could be of no 
avail. The woman died a few moments 
after the doctors arrived. 


No reason can be assigned for the deed 


except that Mrs. Hibbert may have boon 
suffering from deep melancholy, to which 
she was subject at times.

in her bedroom, the following note in Mrs. 
Hibbert's handwriting was found: 


"Mrs. Bradbury can explain all. 
Think 


as kindly of me as can. Good bye. H." 


The Mrs. Bradbury spoken of is Mrs. 


Joseph. 5T. Bradbury a neighbor of Mrs. 
Hibbert. She was unable to understand 
what was meant by "Mrs. Bradbury will 
explain all," as she knew nothing whatever 
of the causes leading to the commission of 
the deed. She did say however that Mrs. 
Hibberfc came to her yesterday forenoon and 
said: 
''Mrs. Bradbury I have said some- 


thing unkind about you and I came to ask 
your forgiveness for I'm broken hearted. 
I have another friend whom I would like 
to see but I arn afraid she would not for- 
Kive me as you would." Mrs Bradbury 
said that must have been some imaginary 
offense for she never knew Mrs. Hibbert 
to speak an unkind word of any one. 


Mrs. Hibbert is spoken of in|the highest 


terms by the neighbors, who say she was 
most devoted to her home and her husband. 
She leaves no childien. ,Mr. Boynton of 
the Branch street enpine house drove to 
West Windham, N. H., last evening to 
intorm Mis.

LOVING WIFE OF A WELL KNOWN 


FIREMAN,COMMITS SUICIDE. 


irental Aberration, tlie Only Cause As- 


signed—Deed Was Done While Mrs. Hlb- 


ber was Alone in Her House. 


A sad tragedy was enacted last night a 


the home of Engineer Hibbert, of Torrent 
engine company, on Westford street." 


Mr. Hibbert walked home to supper 


reaching there at 6.05, just in time to 
see his wife die. It 
was a terrible sight 


which met his gaze and one which might 
nil any husband's heart with deepest feel- 
ings of sorrow. Stretched, before him, on 
the floor of her chamber lay his loving 
wife, still breathing .faintly, while beside 
her on the floor lay a seven-shooter Smith 
& Weston revolver;.in the right temple 
was the wound caused.by the weapon. 


Mr. Hibbert was stricken with grjef and 


could assign no cause for his wife's rash 
act. To a reporter he.tuld substantially 
the following story: 


He left the engine house at the time he 


usually does to go to: supper and walked 
leisurely homeward. .Tfhen he arrived at 
his house he walked to jhe side door and 
found the doorlopked and the key on the 
inside. 
He then made his way to the 


front entrance, and with a key which he 
carried in his pocket, he opened the door. 
He noticed there was no.light in the house, 
and 30 after lighting a pas jet in the hall- 
way, 
ha called his wife, but received no 


answer. He then went upstairs and npon 
opening the bedroom door, he beheld the 
form ' of his "wife lying on the floor. He 
thought probably 
she had' a fainting 


spell 
and. 
so • -caised 
her 
head, 


but as he did so his hands became covered 
with blood. He made an examination, saw 
the bullet wound and-.the revolver, and 
then discovered the truth—that his wife 
had committed suicide by shooting. 
Drs. 


Bradt.-Thomas and Field arrived, but saw 
at a glance that medical aid could be of no 
avail. The woman died a Jew moments 
after the doctors arrived.. 


No reason can btt assigned for the deed 


except that Mrs. Hibbert may have been 
suffering from deep melancholy, to which 
she was subject at times. 
Ou the mantel 


in her bedroom, tbe following note in Mrs. 
Hibbert's handwriting was found: 


"Mrs. Bradbury can explain all. 
Think 


as kindly of me as can. Good bye. 
H." 


The Mrs. Bradbury spoken of is Mrs. 


Joseph y. Bradbury a neighbor of Mrs. 
Hibbert. 
She was unable to understand 


what was meant by "Mrs. 
Bradbury will 


explain all," as she knew nothing whatever 
of the causes leading to' the commission of 
the deed. She did say however that Mrs. 
Hibbert came to her yesterday forenoon and 
said: 
''Mrs. Bradbury I have said some- 


thing unkind about you and I came to ask 
your forgiveness for I'm broken hearted. 
I have another friend whom I would like 
to see but I am afraid she would not for- 
give me as you would." Mrs Bradbury 
said that must have been some imaginary 
offense for she never knew Mrs. Hibbert 
to speak an unkind word of any one. 


Mrs. Hibbert is spoken of in(the highest 


terms by the neighbors, who say. she was 
most devoted to her home and her husband. 
She leaves no children. , Mr. Boynton of 
the Branch street engine house drove to 
West 'Windharn, ' N. H., last evening to 
inform Mrs. Pierce, mother of Mrs. Hib- 
bert, of the affair. 
Mrs. Hibbert was '69 


years old.
